Moheno Sails for the United 
States to Give Americans 
Views of the Situation in 
His Country. 


Mex., July 10.—Querido 
Moheno, former Mexican minister of 
commerce and labor, before departing 
today on board the Espagne, virulent- 
ly criticised the policy of the United 
States toward Mexico. As he sat in 
the forward saloon of the French liner, 
Senor Moheno looked through a port- 
hole toward the American flag flying 
in Vera Cruz and shook his fist in 
rage. 

He insisted that he was in a posi- 
tion to produce proofs that there ex- 
isted a “secret platform” of the pro- 
gressive party in the United States, 
of which Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
Was cognizant and in which he con- 
curred, looking to the disruption of 
Mexico and»the acquisition ultimately 
by the Unitea ‘tates of all the terri- 
ytory between the Rio Grande and 
Panama. 

He said that

Francisco Escudero, 
who, as minister of foreign relations 
in Venustiano Carranza’s cabinet, has 
letters which to him are conclusive 
evidence of his allegations, and de- 
clared he hoped to be able to produce 
these letters at the proper time.

“And not only were the leaders of 
the progressive party pledged to this 
policy,” he added. “but politicians of 
both the republican and democratic 
parties a4 promised their secret sup- 
pe:t. Thet President Wilson himself

Not a singie 
American in all the hundred millon 
population of the United States can 
give satisfactory answer as to why 
those troops are on shore in Vera 
Crus.” 

“To show Presidentg# “Iison’s crime 
against Mexico—the gr test in the 
history of modern nations,’ is the an- 
nounced object of Senor Moheno’s trip 
to the United States by way of Cuba. 
He arrived here this morning ofthe 
Espagne from Puerto Mexico, and said 
he would not go ashore. 

Moheno said he hoped, while in the 
United States, to convince the Ameri- 
can people of the enormity of the 
“crime committed not only by Presi- 


dent Wilson, but by all the Political | 
factors in the United States, regard- | 


less of party.” 

Moheno added that he did not 
with the opinion that the oil interests 
were responsible for the revolution in 
Mexico. 


No Hope for Peace. 

Senot Moheno did not have any ma- 
terial hope that the overthrow of (sen- 
eral Huerta by 
would be followed by peace. 

He declared Emiliano Zapate, the 
southern leader, to be a simple ‘indian 
of high ideals and patriotic impulses 

Zapata would never yield, he assert- 
ed, unless his demands for the surren- 
der of the lands of Morelgs to hira and 
his followers was agreéd to. 

He expressed the belief that the vic- 
tory of the northern 
would be succeeded by a continuation 
of the Zapata revolt and revolts 
headed by disappointed sub-chiefs of 
Carranza himself. 

Moheno frankly admitted belief that 

armed intervention in Mexico finally 
would come. He promised to reveal 
on his arrival in New York the exact 
method of the killing of the late Pres- 
ident Madero and Vice President Pino 
Suarez. 
. “I will say now that I am confident 
General Huerta had nothing to do 
with the assassination of these men,” 
he continued. 


When asked if he was going ashore’ 


while in Vera Cruz, Moheno replied: 

“Going ashore? No, not IL. 
a pleasant spectacle for any patriotic 
Mexican. However, 
to. I do not fear the Americans, nor 
do I fear my own people. 

“I left President Huerta'’s cabinet 
because I was asked to,” continued 
Moheno. ‘Huerta did not give me a 
reason. [ am not running away be- 
cause I fear the rebels when they get 
there, and their coming is inevitable.” 

General Maas Aboard. 

Traveling on the same boat are Gen- 
eral Joaquin Maas and Colonel Mario 
Mass, relatives of Huerta, and their 
families. The only apparent reason 
for the flight of the Maas brothers was 
escape from the capital before its fall, 
the inevitability of which they also 
admitted. 

Brigadier General Funston sent an 
officer aboard the Espagne before the 
ship docked to ascertain the intentions 
of Moheno and General Maas. He 
feared to have them come ashore be- 
cause of the probability of an un- 
friendly reception by Mexicans. Both 
were assured if they cared to come 
ashore they would be given military 
protection. 

Senor Moheno trembled visibly while 
talking to the lieutenant, and he ap- 
parently was holding himself in re- 
straint. He assured the officer he had 
no desire to leave the ship. General 
~Maas was very surly. He thanked the 
lieutenant for General Funston’s offer, 
but with noticeable sarcasm assured

ernor’s mansion property was rapidly 
increasing in value and should be held 
by the state until a good price could be 
obtained for it. Under the state con- 
stitution the proceeds from a sale of 
the property must be used to pay state 
debts. The resolution, therefore, pro- 
vided for an exchange of the property 
for other’ properties on which there 
could be erected a new mansion and an 
annex to the capitol. The commission 
was to have been composed of the gov- 
ernor, the president of the senate, the 
speaker of the house, three members 
of the house and two members of the 
senate. The commission was directed 
not to make any exchange unless the 
property of the state was valued at 
not less than $400,000. 

Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, and Mr. 
Smith, of Fulton, spoke for the reso- 
lution. Those speaking in opposition 
to the resolution were Mr. Olive, of 
Richmond, and Messrs. Wimberly and 
Fowler, of Bibb. During the debate 
Mr. Fowler asked Mr. Fullbright: 

Thinks It's a Scheme. 

“Is not this a cunningly concocted 
scheme to prevent the removal of the 
capitol from Atlanta””’ 

Mr. Fullbright replied that the capi- 
tol was in Atlanta and would remain 
there, and’ that the only scheming that 
ecould be done would to be remove it 
elsewhere. 

Mr. LeSueur, of Crawford, offered 
an amendment to repair the present 
mansion ata cost of $10,000. Mr. 
Gower, of Crisp, offered an amendment 
to sell the property for not less than 
$400,000. Mr. Olive, of Richmond, of- 
fered an amendment to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the leasing of 
the property. All the amendments 
were voted down. Mr. Fowler, of Bibb, 
moved totable the resolution, and this 
was done. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Full- 
bright, of Burke, for the house ses- 
sions to begin at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing instead of 10 o’clock.

Changes in Atlanta Charter. 


Among the new bills introduced was 
one amending the charter of Atlanta 
as follows: 

To allow assessing property owners 
the cost of oiling paved streets; to

© give council the authority to elect 
a board chairman when the board fails 
to do s0; to allow the city to condemn 
street and sidewalk pavements; to al- 
low the city to establish building lines; 
to allow council to create the office of 
consulting engineer; to permit the fix- 
ing of salaries any time previous to 
election instead of so doing the year 
before the election of city officials.

This afternoon will mark the open- 
ing of the second nine of the Druid 
Hills Golf club’s eighteen-hole course, 
Professional Willie Mann announcing 
Friday that the new nine holes had 
been made ready for play today. 

Nos. 1 and 2 on the preserti course 
of nine holes will become Nos. 10 and 
11, while the two new holes on the 
second nine holes will become Nos. 1 
and 2.

Especial pains have been taken by 
the professional to have the new put- 
ting greens in good shape for the for- 
mal opening, and while they are in 
fair shape for plays, some time will be 
required before they are in tip-top 
shape.

Players 
who are accustomed to plying over 
the present course know that straight 
driving from the tee is required, as the 
course is very narrow, and involving 
short and long holes with one elbow 
requiring more than 400 yards’ carry.

Mr. Campbell is stopping at the Pied- 
mont hotel, and will leave this morn- 
ing for south Georgia towns, visiting 
Fort Valley first, where the moving 
of the peach crop is at its highest point 
now. 

“The Georgia peach is popular in 
eastern markets,” said Mr. Campbell, 
“and deserves its reputation. Georgia 
is behind in one respect. She must learn 
the precooling process by the vacuum 
method, in order to ship peaches to 


Europe. Africa is now shipping peaches 
to the United States.” 

“This method is being installed in 
Fort Valley, and I am going there to 
study its process, with the view of in- 
stalling it on my Shenandoah valley 
orchards.” 

Mr. Campbell, besides being a large 
peach grower, is well known as a pol- 
itician in his state. The West Virginia 
Free Press, of which he is proprietor 
and editor, established 104 years ago, 
bears the reputation of being the first 
paper in the country to advocate Wood- 
row Wilson for president through its 
editorial columns. 

Mr.- Campbell says that at the next 
state elections West Virginia demo- 
crats will send a unanimous representa- 
tion to both branches of the national 
congress, a democratic state-wide vic- 
tory being inevitable as the bull moose 
party has split the republican strength.

RAISING BEEF PRICES. 
A. L. Suttles, a well-known live 
dealer of Atlanta. indicates in a striking 


stock 


communication, published elsewhere, a con- 
vincing reason why beef and beef products 
are higher in Georgia than in other states, 
notably the states at our very doors. The 
simple little fact that the Georgia regula- 
tions forbid the slaughtering of cattle in 
Georgia markets, if they originate from 
tick-infested sections, except after seven 
days of quarantine, explains at least in part, 
why Georgia is at a disadvantage in the 
matter of prices and why the beef industry 
in Georgia is compelled to travel under just 
one more handicap. 

The Constitution again directs the atten 
tion of the legislature to these conditions. 
We are having this session plenty of legis- 
lation aimed at tick eradication and at meat 
and food inspection generally. This is 
admirable in its way. But it is well to bear 
in mind the penalty of extremism which 
does not accomplish the eradication of the 
tick, but visits hardships on both cattle- 
raiser and packer. 

No one will charge that the United States 
department of agriculture is lax or out of 
date in its inspection regulations. Its 
standards are proverbially rigid. The fed- 
eral government permits the sale of cattle 
from tick-infested territory to a market in 
another state free of tick and does not im- 
pose one hour of quarantine, provided the 
cattle are immediately slaughtered. The 
federal government evidently beHeves the 
block is the best cure for the tick. 

Georgia has been. attempting to improve 
on the federal government. Cattle from 
a suspected district must be  quaran- 
tined seven days at the stock yards before 
slaughtered. That means loss in Shrinkage 
and feed to the shipper, and to the packer. 
It doesn’t stop the tick, which is busily at 
work back on the farm. What is the effect 
of this extreme precaution? The Georgia 
grower ships on beyond his own state into 
another state where he has the protection of 
the federal law, the cattle is at once slaugh- 
tered, returned to Georgia and sold as beef. 
Has the public been protected? No! Who 
has been hurt? The consumer, who pays 
more—the shipper and the Georgia packer. 

It is imperative to eradicate the cattle 
tick. In the process, ft is equally imperative 
to protect the cattle industry and the pack- 
ers from visionary faddism. The legislature 
should take cognizance of the facts, and 
not attempt to go beyond federal regula- 
tions. 


PEOPLE V. QUADRUPEDS. 


Do the people of Georgia regard their 
beys and girls as highly as they do their 
colts, calves, pigs and dogs? The question 
would be insane, if it were not for the fact 
that in Georgia it is a common practice to 
register the quadrupeds, while there is no 
official provision made for registering the 
human being. Dr. L. C. Allen, legislator 
from Jackson county, author of a bill creat- 
ing a vital statistics bureau for the state, 
discusses these and other salient facts in a 
communication published today. 

Dr. Aller-is right in saying that under 
our neglectful law no child born in Georgia 
has a legal age. It has an extra-legal or an 
unofficial age, bolstered by nothing stronger 
than the uncertified testimony in the old 
family Bible. Until the sovereign power of 
the state steps in and registers people as 
well as stock and cattle and dogs, we shall 
have a system rife with possibilities of ex- 
pensive litigation and humiliating doubt as 
to legitimacy. 

That is one important phase to the busi- 
ness of vital statistics. As equally grave 
or more grave feature is the bearing of vital 
statistics on the disease and death rates. 
Georgia needs a system that will record, 
deaths, where and from what causes and at 
What age. Bookkeeping with lives performs 
the functions for the diseases of a state that | 


the diagnostician does with the diseases of 


the individual. It locates causes and their 
seriousness. Without this function the ef- 
fect can never be removed. 
A vital statistics system 
therefore, means two things: 3 
(1) Placing the registration of people 


in Georgia, 


upon as important a plane as the registra-

(2) Providigg a divining rod which shows 
where disease exists, and in what volume 
and which will lead to its suppression, or 
rather a minimizing of disease and death 
rates as sure as two and two make four.

President Wilson speaks for the sane and

Every American with the least pre- 
tension to intelligence knows now that the 
prosperity of business, whether it is big or 
little, is inseparable from the prosperity, of 
the country in general; that the influefftes 
which promote prosperity with one promote 
it with the other, and vice versa. 

Unfortunately, there lingers in some di- 
rections the hallucination that the short cut 
to political prestige lays in flaying business. 
It is well that the president should rebuke 
this tendency, and put the party squarely on 
record as against it.

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Beef Price Raised by 
Tick-Chasers Who Try 
To Outshine Uncle Sam 


In the interest of the 
livestock dealers of Georgia I wish to thank 
you for the splendid editorial on tick eradi- 
cation work, which without doubt points 
not only to the danger which might occur 
through extremism on this point, but reveals 
facts that actually, today. 

The letter publéshed in the same 
from Dr. L W. Jarman, of Porterdale, Ga., 
pointing to the importance of the work of 
tick eradication, expresses the views of the 
intellient Georgian who is interested in the 
development of the cattle industry and I 
fully agree with him as to the urgency 
of the matter, but the work could certainly 
be carried on without creating any of the 
hardships that are now imposed on the rais- 
ers, shippers and packers of this state. 

The eattle growers, shippers, packers and 
livestock yards are today suffering from 
extremism in the enforcement of the rules 
gxoverning tick eradication in Georgia. 

Mur state veterinarian not only prohibits 
the shipment of cattle from the tick-infested 
territory of other states into Georgia when 
intended for immediate slaughter, but he 
goes further and prohibits the movement of 
cattle from any section of Georgia into our 
cattle markets when such cattle are intended 
for immediate slaughter only, therefore cat- 
tle from other states which have formerly 
come to this market are now going to other 
market centers and are dressed and shipped 
back to Georgia in refrigerator cars as 
dressed beef. 

To further illustrate: _A car of cattle in 
south Georgia can be loaded and shipped 
to the stockyards at Houston, Fort Worth, 
Oklahoma City, St. Louis, Chicago, Kansas 
City, Richmond, Louisville or any other 
packing center and there be sold for beef 
to the western packers without one moment's 
interference under the protection of the 
United States government. These cattle are 
dressed by our western competitors and are 
returned to Atlanta and other cities in Geor- 
gia in refrigerator cars as dressed beef. 

Loop the Loop. ‘ 

Rear in mind, the same shipment af cattle 
originating within the state can come to 
Atlanta and he unloaded in our stockyards 
and be reloaded the same day without any 
interference when shipping to a packing 
point outside of the state, and while these 
cattle are in our stockyards in Atlanta with- 
in 100 feet of a modern packing house Dr. 
Bahnsen, our state veterinarian, will not al- 
low the same cattle to be driven to this plant. 
If the Atlanta packing houses want those 
cattle they can only get them after the 
eattle have been held in the yards for seven 
days, and when they are finally released they 
have greatly deteriorated in value, becoming 
badly damaged on account of hooking one 
another in the pens and, from the terrific 
heat in bunching together and holding for 
so long a period, are nothing more than stale 
beef when ready for our people to handle. 

In addition to this, the shipper is forced 
to pay seven days’ feed bill and stand the 
depreciation in the value of his cattle and 
vou can readily see that if this rule con- 
tinues our cattle market will soon be de- 
stroyed. It is giving the stock dealers and 
packers of other states an unfair advantage 
over our local institutions on our own home 
grown products. 

Out of the appropriation for tick eradi- 
cation work, we are paying high salaries to 
inspectors who are kept in the stockyards 
to inspect cattle shipped into our livestock 
markets. There is absolutely nothing to be 
gained in tying up cattle after they come 
into ovr market centers, when such cattle 
are intended for immediate slaughter. The 
United States government protects the move- 
ment of such cattle to all markets. Prac- 
tically every state in the United States not 
only respects cattle shipped from other states 
from the infested territory into thelr market 
centers and allow the cattle to be _ sold 
promptly for slaughter, but they are kind 
enough to allow the unfortunate infested 
territory of their own state to ship their 
cattle into the market centers of their own 
state, as well as extend the privilege to 
them of shipping cattle to any other state 
that they may wish. 

Not Reasonable. 

There is no réasonableness in the rule 
enforced by our veterinarian which prohibits 
the shipment of cattle from the infested te:- 
ritory into our livestock markets, nor is 
there any reason why ‘the state's money 
should be expended in the employment of 
inspectors to be kept in our livestock market 
centers, whose duty it is to hold up cattle 
received in the yards when intended for im- 
mediate slaughter. The Humane society is 
deserving of a reasonable appropriation to 
see that our cattle industry is protected in a 
humane way and your editorial will be read 
with the deepest appreciation by all ship- 
pers, dealers, growers and packers of Geor- 
gia, and these men are those who in reality 
and not solely theoretically are interested in 
real tick eradication work. 

Thanking you for calling the public’s at- 
tention to the hardships that we are now 
laboring under and the danger of destroy- 
ing the good work that has been done in 
building up our cattle markets for the past 
two years, I am,

Senate Committee Perfects 
Interstate Trade Commis- 


sion Bill by Addition of 2. 


Important Amendments. 


Washington, July 10.—Determined to 
perfect the administration anti-turst 
bills by Monday if possible, the senate 
judiciary and interstate commerce com- 
mittees labored today long and earn- 
estly. Tomorrow they will keep at 
it, the senate having adjourned until 
Monday to give ample opportunity for 
the work. 

The interstate commerce © 
succeeded in perfecting the interstate 
trade commission bill already before 
the senate, adding two important 
amendments and determining not to 
amend the much-questioned section 5, 
in which unfair competition 1s declared 
unlawful. The amendments to the 
commission bill agreed to by the com- 

ittee provide: 
” That ia order of the proposed trade 
commission for or against a corpora- 
tion shall be used as evidence in any 
subsequent prosecution brought against 
@ corporation under the Sherman law. 

No Effect on Sherman Act. 

That nothing in the act to create the 
trade commission shall be construed as 
amending the Sherman act, nor in any 
way affecting the provisions of that 
act ag it stands on the statute books. 

During the discussion of the first 
amendment some senators thought it 
would be well to permit the admission 
of orders favorable to corporations in 
cases of subsequent conviction, mere- 
ly for the consideration of the court 
in mitigating sentence. An effort 
may yet be mate to have this incorpo- 
rated in the bill. 

The second amendment was sub- 
mitted by Chairman Newlands because 
of widespread claims that the proposed 
measure would weaken the Sherman 


act. 

The house bill giving the interstate 
commerce commission jurisdiction over 
the issuance of securities of common 
carriers also was taken up by thecom- 
mittee, and it will endeavor to complete 
its amendments to the bill by tomor- 
row night. Some members of the 
committee want the house bill strength- 
ened so as to give the commission ab- 
solute control over the issuance of 
railroad securities at all times. 

Clayton Bill Considered. 


The Clayton bill, as it passed the 
house, was considered all day by the 
judiciary committes; most of the dis- 
cussion bearing on the sections relat- 
ing to interlocking directorates and 
holding companies. The committee 
hopes to have its report on this bill 
ready by Monday, also. 

Many tentative changes 
made in the phraseology of 
in some cases the committee having 
Marrowed the meaning where they 
thought it too broad in the original 
measure. When the committee ad- 
journed for the day it had under con- 
sideration the sections relating to la- 
bor unions, and some changes are ex- 
pected, though nothing definite was 
accompished today. Considerable sen- 
timent in favor of consolidating the 
three anti-trust bills is developing in 
the senate, and some senators said to- 
day that this might be done when the 
measures reached the senate floor next 
week. The main purpose for such ac- 
tion would be to expedite completion 
of the trust legislation program.

EXPORT BALANCE 
T0 SHOW DECREASE 


Will Be $250,000,000 Less 
Than Last Year, Accord- 


ing to Statement of De-. 


partment of Commerce. 


Washington, July -10.—In connection 
wtih the “recent phenomenon of an 
excess of imports over exports in April 
and May,” the department of com- 
meree in a statement today on the 
commerce of the world and interna- 
tional balances of trade announced 
that the next export balance of the 
United States probably would exceed 
$400,000,000 for the current fiscal 
year. This would be about $250,000,000 
less than last year’s balance. 

The department pointed out that a 
large proportion of the older and 
more advanced nations show an excess 
of imports over exports of merchan- 
dise. Canada shows a balance on the 
import side, but nearly all other 
American countries show larger ex- 


ports. 

“The world’s commerce, as far as 
ascertainable,” said the department's 
statement, “approximates $40,000,000,- 
000, imports being $21,000,000,000 and 
exports $19,000,000,000. The excess of 
$2,000,000,000 on the import side is 
accounted for, in part, by the fact 
that many importing nations include 
in their import values the costs of in- 
land freight, insurance and other 
charges and, in some degree, to the 
closer scrutiny of import values, 
which frequently are the basis of cus- 
toms revenues. Obviously, the fig- 
ures have no reference to purchases 
by travelers and invisible trade set- 
tlements, usually omitted from state- 
ments of commerce, but necessarily 
constituting an important factor in the 
balance sheet of nations. 

“The aggregate imports of the sev- 
enty-five countries and colonies of the 
world in 1912-13 were valued at $20,- 
845,000,000 or $2,147,000,000 more than 
their exports. In this vast theater ol 
international trade the United States 
plays an important role, having 
bought 10 per cent of all the goods 
which the leading nations exported 
and having sold 14 1-2 per cent of 
the merchandise which they purchased 
in the market of the world. 

“The United Kingdom had a foreign 
trade of $6,830,000,000, imports being 
$652,000,009 in excess of all exports, 
domestic and foreign. Germany in 1912 
had a trade of $5,059,000,000 imports, 
being $449,000,000 in excess of all ex- 
ports. The United States in the cal - 
endar year, 1913, had a foreign 
of $4.277,000,000 exports, exceeding 
imports by $691,000,000. Canada’s im- 
ports were nearly double the value of 
her exports, and France showed an ex- 
cess of imports of $293,000,000 

“Considering the commerce of 
l'nited States, from 1790 to 1913, 
noted that the aggregate excess 
exports over imports 
in the 124 years in question was 
$\.312,000,000 and the aggregate ex- 
cess of exports of gold and silver over 
imports thereof, $1,609,000,000.

Bailey, a patient in the office. 

Dr. Carman came here from Free- 
port today and visited his wife in jail. 

The district attorney was informed 
here tonight that during Dr. Carman’s 
absence from home today detectives 
made a search of the physician’s house. 
They failed to find the revolver for 
which they were looking. 


Hias More Evidence.

SENECAS PUT IN CLAIM 
FOR OLD TREATY RIGHTS 


Washington, July 10.—When the 
house foreign affairs committee meets 
next Wednesday to vote on the pro- 
posed legislation for regulating the 
diversion of water from Niagara river. 
it will consider a protest from the 
Seneca Indians in New York against 
any action that does not take their 
treaty rights into consideration. 

The protest, signed by Frank L. Pat- 
terson, president of the Alleghany and 
Cattaraugus Senecas, and Solon “S. 
Syke, president of the chief’s council. 
Tonawanda, calls congress’ attention 
to the Pickering treaty between the 
United States and the six nations. con- 
cluded at Canandaigua, November 11. 
1794. Under this convention, the Sen- 
écas say, the Niagara river above the 
Sreat fall as far as Buffalo creek, with 
its easterly shore, was relinquished 
and guaranteed by the United States tu 
the Seneca nation, reserving to the 
United States only the free use of har- 
bors and the passing of boats. 

“The only right in the use of this 
part of the river since granted by our 
people,” says the protest, “was that 
Eranted to the state of New York by 
the treaty of 1815 to enjoy jointly 
with us, fishing and fowling rights 
therein. The diversion of the river 
above the great fall for hydraulic 
power is not within the rights stipu- 
lated either to the United States or to 
the state of New York by our people. 
The diversions now taking place for 


this purpose likewise are in disregard | 


of our rights.”
